Present prices of real estate in Ed- 
monton are away in advance of what 
they should be, is the opinion of re- 
tiring President A. T. Cushing oi the

Mr. Cushing, in his retiring address 
to the board yesterday urged active 
steps be taken to discourage further 
speculation in real estate and the 
consequent artificial advance in pric- 
es.

$8.50 per day of eight hours, with- 
out board, contract miners getting 50 
to 60c. a ton, with a minimum pay 
of $3.00 when working under difficult 
conditions. Contract miners here 
tet about the same price per ton, 
with no minimum. In many cases 
the miner is here compelled to push 
his own car practically into day- 
light, instead of having this done for 
him by cheaper labor, as is the case 
elecwhere, permitting the miner to 
continue his work picking coal. He 
is subjected to much loss of time 
waiting for cars..

Ir the opinion of your committee, 
Lowever, it would not be reasonable 
to bring pressure to bear on the rail- 
ways io reduce their rates to permit 
ot Edmonton ¢oal to be placed on the 
outside markets at a minimum cost, 
until such time as sippers are pre- 
pared to co-operate by the installa- 
tion of such equipment and methods 
as will enable them to load coal at a 
minimum cost. Even under present 
wasteful conditions coal is produced 
at a cost of $2 a ton at the mines, 
which figure includes 25c. clear for 
the owner of the property, and pre- 
sumably a. profit for the operator. 
I: is therefore considered that this 
board would not be justified in 
pressing for lower rates until ship- 
pers are prepared to load at approxi- 
mately $2 a ton on cars. 

That would, of course, necessitate 
spur tracks to the mines and some 
pioperly equipped arrangement for 
cheap loading. It does not appear, 
however, that the owners of the 
Ciover Bar properties have taken the 
steps required to secure such spur 
litaes. 

Jt appears that shippers have been 
huinpered during the present winter 
by the inability of the railway com- 
panies to provide sufficient cars or to 
niove them when loaded, as has al- 
rendy been shown in the interim re- 
port presented to your board ou Mth 
Junuary last. There have also been 
minor ineonyeniences, apparently 
avoidable, also referred to in the 
interim report {t must be remem- 
Leved, however, that while the in- 
efficiency of transportation facilities 
wus primarily due to entirely inade- 
quate equiymment, both as to cars and 
motive power, the situation was 
kieatly aggravated by the unprece: 
dented severity of the present wea- 
ther whieh, while greatly increasing 
the demand for coal, at the same 
time greatly reduced the capacity of 
the railways to handle it. 

From information furnished to your 
committee, there is some reason to 
beheve that wwatances Lave ovcursed 
it this province when cats have been 
fieely supplied and coal radily 
mcved from certain mines in which
